of  Christ's  life  on  earth  occurred  at  the  time  of  the  Passover  fast 
of  the  Jews  and  his  death  upon  the  day  of  the  feast  of  the  Pass- 
over,  the  early  Christians  naturally  associated  the  sacrifice  of 
the  true  Lamb  of  God  and  the  joyful  promise  of  his  resurrection 
with  the  traditional  Passover  observances.  Thus,  many  of  our 
modern  Christian  customs  have  come  to  us  from  the  Jews. 

The  custom  of  eating  eggs  o«  Easter  probably  arose  be¬ 
cause,  in  the  earlier  days  of  the  church,  eggs  were  forbidden 
food  during  Lent  and  were  always  eaten  on  Easter  Sunday.  The 
egg  has  also  come  to  mean  to  Christians  a  symbol  of  fertility  ond 
of  renewed  life.
